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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 3-9, and 11-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining 
elements as recited in claims 3, and 1 1 : 

The present invention is directed to a retractable antenna. 

Regarding claim 3, Prior Art fails to specifically teach that, the throughgoing bore 
being formed to have a first inner diameter D1 at a first elongate portion thereof which 
extends along a majority of its length extending from said base end and a second inner 
diameter D2 which is greater than said first inner diameter D1 , at a second elongate 
portion thereof near but spaced from said opposite end. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Prior Art fails to specifically teach that, the extended position 
retaining spring has a generally cylindrical configuration defining an elongate gap 
extending along the length thereof, a pair of incomplete end rings and generally 
elongate portions extending between said rings, said elongate portions being separated 
from each other by elongate slots and being slightly bent inwardly so as to together 
define a waist at a frictional engagement location therealong, at which inner facing 
surfaces of said generally elongate portions define, at rest, an imaginary circle having 
an inner diameter D4. 

Claims 4-9 are allowed for depending on claim 3. 

Claims 12-13 are allowed for depending on claim 11.
